Average Maximum Is 97.8 Degrees, Average 


Minimum, 58.3; Stay Through M ay Crow á Happy 


May, 1948, maintained the reputation of the fifth month 
of the year as being one of the best on the desert. The month, 
which came to an end yesterday, registered few hot days, 
plenty of cool ones and was almost unanimous on balmy, 
delightful nights. 
The “Stay Through May” ad­ 
herents w ere again vindicated. 
A verage m axim um during the 
m onth was 97.8 degrees and the 
average m inim um w as 58.3 de­ 
grees. 


HOTTEST MAY day came in 
the m iddle of the m onth, the 15th, 
w hen the m axim um reached 111 
degrees. T hree days later the 
m axim um w as back in the low 
nineties and four days* later the 
top w as 80 degrees. May came 
in in the 80s and left in the 80s, 
M ay 1 and May 31, both regis­ 
tering an 85 m axim um . 
Coolest day fell on May 19 
w hen the top was 80 degrees. 


Coolest night was on the 11th 
w hen the m inim um w as 44 and 
w arm est night was th at of the 
15th w hen the m inim um was 68. 


THERE WERE 14 days when 
the m axim um topped 100 but in 
m ost cases it was just slightly 
over the three-digit top and dur­ 
ing m ost of the m onth there were 
cooling breezes w hich in other 
p arts of the southland and even 
in unsheltered parts of th e desert, 
developed into high w inds. 
A survey of the m onth’s tem ­ 
peratures 
delighted 
the 
“Stay 
Through M ay” crowd and they 
plan to start th eir drive for May, 
1949, earlier next season.

W ar's Tragedy Brought 


Home at Funeral for 


Earle B. Pinckard 


M a y Building 
Police Nab 
Exceeds Half 


M illion M a rk 


W ar in all of its flesh-tearing 
awfulness as it was fought in the 
South Pacific and in the battle 
for Saipan so gallantly won by 
the U. S. M arines, was brought 
forcibly home to those who were 
present at the funeral services of 
Platoon Sergeant Earle B. Pinck­ 
ard, Saturday m orning at 10 a.m. 
The emotion that was exper­ 
ienced by his com rade in arm s in 
Company I. T hird Battalion. U. 
S. Marines, as described by the 
Pinckard’s chaplain and signed 
by the m em bers of his organiza­ 
tion caused the eyes of many 
present in the W ar Memorial au­ 
ditorium to become moist with 
tears. 


THE LETTER, read by Rever­ 
end H arry Gromcr, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, Banning, re-1 
cited in vivid detail the death 
suffered by Sgt. Pinckard. 
"It was a burst of m ortar shell. 
. . . Your son fell . . . he suffered 
no pain . . . he was a great leader. 
Pinky, as we all called him, could 
always be depended upon . . what 
a leader!” T hat was w ritten af­ 
ter Pinekard’s death. 
Saturday 
m orning 
Chaplain 
Wilson J. 
Hammon, of March 
Field, present in the auditorium 
of the W ar Memorial building 
standing 
before 
the 
m ourners 
turned to the flag-draped coffin 
containing the rem ains of a Vill­ 
age hero and said: 
“It is impossible to believe that 
he shall have died in vain!” 


BUT WAR was rem ote that day 
in 1944 on Saipan when Sgt. Pin­ 
ckard was moved down by m or­ 
tar shell. 
To only less than fifty persons 
present at the tim e of the funeral 
services was it still a vivid m em ­ 
ory. It was a vivid memory to 
many m erchants in the Village 
too, 
who hearkened to Mayor 
Charles 
Farrell's 
proclamation 
that business come to a halt be­ 
tween the hours of 10 and 12, so 
that the more than hundred em ­ 
ployes could attend and honor a 
Palm Springs hero of World War 
II who made the supreme sacri­ 
fice. 


MARINE MASTER Sergeant L. 
W. 
O’Malley 
accompanied 
the 
casket from the receiving depot 
in Oakland to the funeral services 
in Palm Springs. 
Members of the American Le­ 
gion, Rudy Salazar, Steve Tala- 
vera, Bob# Schmuck, A. L. K rue­ 
ger, Davié W. D unsworth and Jo­ 
seph D irnburger acted as pall­ 
bearers. The colors were carried 
by Chet Goff and Theodore Mc­ 
Kinney with color guards Don 
Chormicle and Raymond Russell. 


REPRESENTATIVES of every 
veteran’s organization in the V ill­ 
age w ere on hand to pay homage 
to the w ar dead, including in ad­ 
dition to the American Legion, 
Frontier Post of Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars, A m erican V eterans of 
World W ar II and m em bers of 
Chapter 66. Disabled American 
Veterans, of Palm Springs. 
A fter the funeral services in 
the Legion hall, veterans of both 
World W ars I and II marched 
ahead of the W iefel and Son’s 
hearse to the Palm Springs cem e­ 
tery, w here all that rem ains of 
25-year-old 
Earle 
B. Pinckard, 
who grew to m anhood here and 
m arched off to w ar, was laid to 
rest beside the grave of his fath­ 
er, Ryland S. Pinckard.

BOTH MEN were arrested a 
few 
m inutes 
after 
they 
had 
broken open the Palm D esert 
Post Office safe in .a field near 
La Q uinta at 3:30 a.m. Friday. 
Road blockades m anned by dep­ 
uty sheriffs, Palm Springs and 
Indio police had been searching 
for th e two for more than an 
hour after an all-points alarm had 
been flashed th at the post office 
had been robbed and its safe 
carted away, shortly after the 
theft occurred. 
As both m en em erged from a 
side road near La Q uinta, driving 
their get-aw ay automobile, they 
were stopped by Indio police of­ 
ficers Boles and Conway.

Riverside county war veterans 
have only two days to apply for 
their 1948-39 real estate tax ex­ 
emptions, County Assessor Frank 
Burchfield warned.

Fewer Tourists But 
They Spent More 


All-Year Club Reports 


On April Visitors 
Despite the sharpest drop in 
motor arrivals in over a year, 
more than $11,000,000 was spent 
in Southern California by vaca­ 
tionists arriving over southern 
highways during April, the All­ 
Year Club reported today. 
Don Thomas, managing-director 
of the community organization 
for promoting the Southland’s 
tourist business, said that 52,124 
pleasure visitors motored into the 
area in April through the south­ 
ern gateways, exclusive of those 
arriving via the northern part 
of the state. 
This was a drop of nearly 13 
per cent below arrivals in April, 
1947. No month during the past 
year, he said, has shown such a 
comparable drop. 
“This simply means,” Thomas 
said, “that we must work harder 
to maintain Southern California’s 
tourist income at its current level 
of approximately half a billion 
dollars a year. 
“There is less money available 
in the average family budget for 
pleasure travel. And our compe­ 
tition, from Florida and other 
states, as well as foreign countries, 
has increased tremendously.”

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Vehicle Fees To Cut County Tax Rate 
Riverside county’s share of ve­ 
hicle license fee receipts collected 
by the state this year, estimated 
to be about $300.000 will be de­ 
posited in general county funds 
to reflect a saving of approxi­ 
mately 25 cents on the 1948-49 tax 
rate, the board agreed Monday. 
In previous years this fund has 
been used for county roads. This 
year the road department has re­ 
ceived sufficient funds for cur­ 
rent needs under the Burns-Col- 
lier act. Last year the amount of 
the vehicle in lieu tax was $190,­ 
000. 


The action to deposit the money 
in the general fund will not nec­ 
essarily mean the tax rate for the 
coming fiscal year will be lower, 
supervisors said. The general 
county rate cannot be fixed until 
budgets for all departments have 
been approved and the amount of 
money needed to operate is to­ 
taled. 
However, since this amount wrill 
be in the general fund it will 
mean the county will have that 
much less to raise by taxation, 
thus the reflected saving of 25 
cetns per $100 of assessed value.

Hints for the Home 


Dried Fruits Make Cake, Bread Richer 


Dried fruits are exotic in the 
flavor and richness of breads and 
cakes, says Alice Petersen, who 
gives a few delicious recipes, in 
McCall's for January, to try’ in 
your own kitchen: 


DRIED PEACH COBBLER 
3 cups uncooked dried peaches 
1 cup peach juice 
3 tablespoons flour 
Vi cup sugar 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 
% teaspoon almond extract 
3 tablespoons shortening 
lYz cups biscuit mix 
Vi cup milk 
i/4 cup butter or margarine 
Cover peaches with water and 
boil gently 35 minutes. Drain; 
measure 
1 cup juice and pour 
over peaches. Sift together once 
flour, sugar and nutmeg; add to 
peaches and juice. Stir in almond 
extract. Pour into buttered cas­ 
serole. Mix shortening into bis­ 
cuit 
m ix with two knives or 
pastry blender. Stir in milk well; 
drop by spoonfuls on top of peach 
mixture. Top with small pieces 
of butter or margarine. Bake in 
hot oven, 425F, 30 minutes. Eight 
people, at least, can enjoy this 
dish. 


PRUNE SPICE CAKE 
1% cups sifted cake flour 
1 
teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
% teaspoon cloves 
Few grains nutmeg 
% cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
___________ 


1 cup chopped cooked prunes 
>2 cup sour milk or buttermilk 
■2 cur? broken nut meats 
Confectioner’s sugar 
Grease an 8-inch square pan. 
Sift together flour, baking soda, 
cinnamon, 
cloves 
and nutmeg. 
Cream together butter or margar­ 
ine and sugar. Add eggs, one at 
a time, beating each time. Stir in 
chopped prunes. Add sifted dry 
ingredients, alternately with sour 
milk or buttermilk. Mix in nuts. 
Pour into pan. Bake in moderate 
oven, 350F, ] 2 hour; increase to 
375F; bake ’2 hour longer. When

sugar. 


APRICOT NUT BREAD 
3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
12 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 
1 cup chopped nuts 
1 egg, beaten 
% cup finely chopped cooked 
apricots 
1/4 cup apricot juice 
1 cup sour milk or buttermilk 
1/3 cup melted shortening 
Sift dry ingredients into a mix- 
in gbowl and stir in nuts. To 
beaten egg add chopped apricots, 
apricot juice, sour milk or but­ 
termilk and shortening. Add to

New Cancer Therapy 


Cancer Easier To Cure if Treated Early; 
New Tests May Save Many 


New tests for cancer, developed 
in recent months, offer new hope 
for the future in reducing suffer­ 
ing and the death rate, through 
enabling earlier treatment, says 
Albert Q. Maisel, who reports on 
some of these methods for detect­ 
ing the disease, in McCall’s for 
January, and explains that the 
tests are not made on the patient: 
'Last year, more than 180,000 
Americans died of cancer, more 
than one-third w ithin less than a 
year of discovery of the dread 
disease. 
Death—in 
almost 
all 
these cases—was due to late dis­ 
covery and diagnosis. 
The sad 
truth, up to now, has been that 
physicians have been unable to 
detect more than a few cancers 
in their early stages. 
"With new tests we have the 
opportunity to find cancer in its 
earlier 
stages — not 
just 
some 
types of cancer, but the presence 
of cancer itself, anywhere in the 
body. 
From four separate re­ 
search 
laboratories, 
in 
recent 
months, have come detailed re­ 
ports of successful work in the 
development of cancer detection 
tests. 
"The first hopeful news came 
last spring from Professor How­ 
ard 
H. Beard of the Chicago 
Medical School. 
Dr. Beard had 
been studying the effects of ex ­ 
tracts of the urine of cancerous 
animals when injected into rats. 
Since last spring. Beard and his 
associates have 
extended 
their 
series of tests until now more 
than 150 have been made. As far 
as the work has yet gone, the 
Beard test has proved 97 percent 
accurate. However, it has some 
drawbacks. Each test requires at 
least eight laboratory rats and 
the services of highly trained 
workers. The test takes from two 
to three days to complete. More­ 
over, some eases •— particularly 
the earliest and mildest—are ex­ 
pected to show inconclusive re­ 
sults. 
“Dr. A. C. Ivy of the University 
of Illinois Medical School has 
been achieving equally surpris­ 
ing results with another test, de­ 
veloped some years ago by Dr. 
Benjamin 
Ruskin 
of 
Philadel­ 
phia. Dr. Ruskin used his test on 
numerous 
patients 
during 
the 
last decade and reported marked 
success. But it has not achieved 
—until now—any 
wide 
accep­ 
tance tfmong physicians in gen­ 
eral. 
“The Ruskin 
test 
utilizes 
a 
blood sample taken from the sus­ 
pected cancer case. Dr. Ivy’s re­ 
sults indicate that this test is dis­ 
closing 
a 
high 
percentage 
of 
cancer eases. 
"Unlike the Beard test, 
the 
Ruskin test requires the use of 
no 
experimental 
animals. 
The 
materals used cost, at most, a 
dime. More important still, the 
Ruskin test can be performed by 
any 
w e l l - trained 
laboratory 


worker; it does not require a 
specialist of pathology. 
"Like Beard, Dr. Lewis Ilcr^ B 
of Columbia University’s C olleg^ 
of Physicians and Surgeons, did 
not start out to seek a cancer 
test. 
For years 
this 
research- 
minded surgeon has spent his off- 
hours attempting to trace fluor­ 
escent cancer-causing chemicals 
through the bodies of experi­ 
mental 
animals. 
These 
experi­ 
ments 
eventually involved 
Dr. 
Herly in the use of ultraviolet 
light on blood samples. The test 
seems 
highly 
accurate 
in the 
light of the 500 cases upon which 
it has so far been tried. Yet Dr. 
Herly is far from advising its 
immediate, widespread use. Ad­ 
ditional tests are being conduct­ 
ed at the rate of a hundred a 
week. Soon, if several thousand 
records 
bear 
out 
the 
results 
achieved by the first tests, its use 
as a general diagnostic proco^^ 
ure may be fully justified. 
“Most advanced of all the new 
tests is that developed by Dr. 
Maurice Black of the Brooklyn 
Cancer Hospital. 
This test in­ 
volves the use of two blood sam­ 
ples and is an extension and re­ 
finement of work originally per­ 
formed three years ago by Drs. 
Raymond J. Savignac, Julian C. 
Gant and Erwin W. Sizer of Mas­ 
sachusetts General Hospital. 
It 
seems 
to 
depend 
upon 
some 
change which occurs in the albu- 
4 
men of the blood as a result of 
cancer. 
"To date, the Black test has 
been used upon more patients 
than have any of the others. In -« 
nearly 700 cases it has produced 
■ 
86 percent correct results. In 150 
control cases—using the blood of 
individuals 
suffering 
from 
no 
disease at all—the test has prov­ 
ed 100 percent accurate. 
“The Black test can be per­ 
formed by any physician or labo­ 
ratory technician, for its reading 
is dependent upon sharp changes 
of color. Thus, of all four of the 
new tests, this last would seem, 
for the present at least, to be the 
one most nearly ready for wide­ 
spread use. 
“One of the great problems of 
cancer treatment has always been 
to determine whether surgery or 
radiation has actually done its 
job. One of the great by-products 
of these tests is their ability to 
spot remaining cancer. 
“As they stand today, the new 
tests cannot completely rule out 
all possibility of cancer by pro­ 
viding a negative reading. 
But 
they can flash the red light that 
shows the probable presence of 
cancer long 
before any 
other 
means we now possess! 
Cancer 
detection, at long last, can move 
out of our overcrowded detec­ 
tion clinics arid move into the 
fam ily 
physician's office — the 
only place from which early can­ 
cer detection on a large scale 
can ever hope to originate.”

Congressm an w aits for th e elec­ 
tion returns. 
The percentage of the vote cast 
today m ay be considered an in­ 
dex to the interest of the citizens 
in free governm ent. If 55 per 
cent of the voters go out and vote, 
then th at w ill be a 55 per cent 
index, and if 65 per cent vote, 
that will be a 65 per cent index.

WHAT IS THIS "SECURITY", 
th at becam e such an enticing 
w ord u nder the New Deal adm in 
istration? We didn’t m ake this 
nation strong on “security”. We 
m ade it strong on courage and in­ 
itiative and hard w ork and re ­ 
sponsibility 
at 
home. 
Patrick 
H enry got up in the V irginia As­ 
sembly, and today every school­ 
boy has to learn, “Give m e L ib­ 
erty, or give me D eath!” Suppose 
he had gotten up and said, “Give 
me Security or give m e D eath”, 
how m any histories do you sup 
pose w ould m ention his nam e to 
day? 
“If everyone sweeps in front of 
his own doorstep,” say th e Dutch, 
“the w hole city will be clean.”

“housing expediters”, and w ait­ 
ing for T.E.W. bills, and govern­ 
m ent appropriations, this average 
little com m unity w ent to w ork on 
its own, and there hasn’t been a 
housing problem there for more 
th an a year.

It 
certainly set a new high (or low) 
in international diplomacy, even 
w ith our present State D epart­ 
ment. W hen have you heard, be­ 
fore, of a foreign governm ent 
trying to deal w ith th e United 
States 
through 
a 
presidential 
candidate, and the candidate of 
a m inor party at that? 
The w ork of a Congressman in 
W ashington, under existing con­ 
ditions, is exacting and laborious 
and at 
times 
som ew hat of a 
strain, bu t there are other times 
w hen it is quite interesting, par­ 
ticularly if you haven't lost your 
sense of humor.

Fire Prevention 


Rules in Effect in 


U. S. Forest Areas 


Federal fire prevention regula­ 
tions became effective in the n a­ 
tional forest areas of Riverside 
county Saturday, May 29, it was 
announced by N orm an J. Farrell, 
forest supervisor. 
The regulations include restric­ 
tion against smoking, cam p fir* 
and fireworks on national forest 
lands during the period of high 
fire hazard and danger. The clos 
ure w ill be in effect until Decem 
her 15. 


IN DETAIL the restriction pro 
hibits: 1. the building of cam p­ 
fires w ithout perm its; 2. smoking 
during the period of hazard e x ­ 
cept as perm itted in posted areas, 
im proved camp grounds and im ­ 
proved places of habitation; 3. 
throw ing or placing of a burned 
cigarette, cigar, match, pipe heel, 
firecracker, or any ignited su b ­ 
stance in any place w here it may 
start a fire, and the discharge of 
any kind of fireworks. 
In announcing the proclam a­ 
tion. Supervisor Farrell pointed 
out th at with the exception of the 
closures of certain w atersheds to 
public use on or about Ju ly 1, all 
fire prevention 
regulations are 
now in effect for the year. 


OTHER REGULATIONS 
and 
state and county fire laws require 
the cleanup of hazards surround­ 
ing buildings, apiaries, and m a­ 
chinery, perm its for burning and 
blasting, and prohibit the use of 
fire in any place w here it may 
escape control. 
The lifting of the restrictions, 
Farrell said, is norm ally govern­ 
ed by th e arrival of heavy storms 
in the fall or early w inter m onths 
and is therefore subject to change.

Museum Director Tells Riverside Rotarians 


That Village Could Some Day Be Beach Resort 


One of these days you might read of “Palm Springs— 
America's finest Beach resort" instead of “foremost desert 
resort.” It’s possible, according to Lloyd Mason Smith, direc­ 
tor of the Desert Museum, who addressed Riverside city 
Rotarians last week. It’s like this, said the Museum man: 


Tidal bores are eating great 
chunks of land from the north­ 
ern end of the G ulf of California, 
at the m outh of the Colorado 
River, and if the process goes un­ 
checked, the G ulf's w ater will 
finally reach as far north as Palm 
Springs. 


THE PROCESS is indirectly the 
result of m an’s harnessing of the 
Colorado River by 
use of the 
Hoover Dam and other projects. 
Before 
these 
projects diverted 
the w aters of the Colorado, the 
river deposited huge am ounts of 
silt at its mouth. And the tidal 
bore could do no more th an eat 
away w hat was deposited. 
But now, w ith California and 
other states using its w ater for 
irrigation, the Colorado no longer 
deposits silt in the form er large 
amounts, and the tidal bore each 
year m akes steady headw ay in 
eating away the northern end of 
the gulf. 


IF THE TIDAL BORE can eat 
its w ay north to the Mcxico-Cali- 
fornia border, about 70 miles, the 
gulf w ater will pour into the 
Saltón Sea and spread from there, 
subm erging such tow ns as Braw- 
ley, El Centro, and Indio. 
The border land is elevated, 
acting as a natural dyke. B ut once 
it is breached, the gulf waters 
w ill have a dow nhill flow to the 
Saltón Sea, more than 225 feet 
below sea level, and the surround­ 
ing desert area, also below sea 
level
